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SUBJECT: SOVIET REQUEST RE LOCAL PLIGHTS DURING WORLD YOUTH FESTIVAL 

1. AT BASTILLE DAY RECEPTION JULY 14, COLONEL CHERKASHIN, 

SOVIET BASC CHIEF CONTROLLER, APPROACHED US COUNTERPART 
AND REQUESTED THAT THERE BE NO LOCAL PLIGHTS OVER 

EAST BERLIN DURING PERIOD JULY 26 TO AUGUST 3 BECAUSE 
OP WORLD YOUTH PESTIVAL (WYE). (HE DID NOT EXPLAIN DISCREPANCY 
BETWEEN THESE AND ACTUAL DATES). CHERKASHIN SAID LOCAL 
PLIGHTS "UPSET PEOPLE," MENTIONED THE LARGE CROWDS 
EXPECTED AND REPEREDTO MAY DAY INCIDENT WHEN US U-6 
WAS OVERHAED (BERLIN 759). HE CAST HIS APPROACH AS 
REQUEST RATHER THAN DEMAND BUT FROM SOME REMARKS OP 
INTERPRETER, WHO INTERJECTED THAT REQUEST WAS 
OPFICIAL, WE HAD THOUGHT THAT THIS CONVERSATION MIGHT 
BE POLLOWED UP WITH MORE PORMAL APPROACH IN BASC. HOWEVER, 

SUBJECT WAS NOT RAISED AGAIN BY SOVIETS. 
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2. HAVING DECIDED, ON BALANCE, IT WAS BEST NOT TO LEAVE MATTER 
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DANGLING, IT WAS AGREED IN CONSULTATION WITH BRITISH AND ERENCH 
TO HAVE US CHIEE TAKE ADVANTAGE OE SOVIET CHIEF'S PRESENCE IN 
BASC JULY 20 TO MAKE EOLLOWING INFORMAL REPLY: 

QUOTE IN REGARD TO YOUR INEORMAL COMMENTS THE OTHER 
DAY ABOUT LOCAL AIR ACTIVITY DURING THE WORLD YOUTH 
EESTIVAL, I HAVE CONSULTED WITH MY BRITISH AND FRENCH 
COLLEAGUES AND HAVE BEEN AUTHORIZED TO STATE THAT 
CONTROL OE OUR LOCAL MILITARY ELIGHTS IN THE BERLIN 
CONTROL ZONE IS WITHIN THE COMPETENCE OE WESTERN 
AUTHORITIES ALONE. I MIGHT NOTE, HOWEVER, THAT YOUR 
REMARKS HAVE BEEN CONVEYED TO OUR AUTHORITIES WHO HAVE 
TAKEN NOTE OF THEM. UNQUOTE. 

CHERKASHIN THANKED US CHIEE EOR REPLY AND STATED THAT 
ALL SOVIETS ASKED WAS THAT IF WE HAD TO CONDUCT SUCH 
ELIGHTS WE AVOID ELYING OVER PUBLIC EVENTS. HE ADDED 
THAT IE AIRCRAET HAD TO FLY OVER CROWDS ON TAKEOEE 
OR LANDING, THERE WOULD, OF COURSE, BE NO PROBLEM. 

3. AS RESULT OF MAY 1 INCIDENT, WE HAVE IN 

EEEECT SYSTEM WHICH GIVES GREATER COMMAND CONTROL OE 
ROUTES AND TIMINGS OE LOCAL US ELIGHTS, IN ORDER 
TO AVOID OVERELIGHTS OF OUTDOOR PUBLIC GATHERINGS 
WHICH MIGHT BE INTERPRETED AS DELIBERATE HARASSMENT. 

EVEN BEEORE THE SOVIET APPROACH WE HAD DECIDED FURTHER TO 
TIGHTEN THIS SYSTEM DURING WYE, AND WILL STAY 
AWAY, TO EXTENT POSSIBLE, EROM PUBLIC EVENTS OE 
WHICH WE HAVE KNOWLEDGE AND EROM MITTE AREA GENERALLY. WE 
ARE ALSO, AS ARE BRITISH AND ERENCH, TAKING MEASURES 
WHICH WILL, WITHOUT COMPROMISING OUR RIGHT OF FREE 
CIRCULATION, MINIMIZE POSSIBILITY OF INCIDENTS IN- 
VOLVING PATROLS OR INDIVIDUAL VISITORS TO EAST BERLIN 
DURING EESTIVAL PERIOD.
